Lesson Rom, 9:4-13, 
"Fext Isa, 9:8. 

Brethren of the Church of God 
Everywhere: 


I am presenting to you in my 
estimation a subject of vital 
importance, especially in view 
of the day and times in which 
we are living. It is to be seen 
from this lesson selected for 
our subject that Paul’s primary 
application is to National Is- 
rael, yet there is a present ap- 
plication of this to us. The 
text says, (Isa. 9:8.) “The word 
was sent to Jacob and it hath 
lighted upon Israel.” This 
text presents two types or 
characters in one people, Is- 
rael, Jacob the founder of Is- 
rael, or from him whom the 
nation of . Israel descended, 
fills a great part in the book of 
Genesis, and he is referred to 
many, many times by the dif- 
ferent writers of both the Old 
and New Testament. 


25, 33. 


Now a few words about the 
life of Jacob, son of Isaac. 
There was a struggle, or con- 
dict between him and _ his 
brother Esau at their birth, 
ard as time went on, the con- 
flict grew, and when his-father 


is backward in revealing his 
name, for in that name, is 
embraced his life, his nature, 
his many ill deeds that he 
pulled off on his brother. He 
doesn’t want to reveal his _ in- 
ward hidden life, but, never- 
theless, it must come in order 
to have God’s blessings, and 
His best. 


When he reveals his name 
and confesses, then the angel 
unjointed his hip, (type of 
slaying the old man of sin) 
that had caused him to live the 
life that he had lived for years. 
So his name was changed from 
JACOB to ISRAEL, the form- 
er meaning supplanter or ras- 
cal, the latter meaning “a 
prince that prevaileth.” It is 
also to be noted that not only 
does Jacob get his name 
changed in this place, but it 
seems that his whole life was 
in a great measure revolution- 
ized. 

It is further noticeable that 
as in previous years, Jacob 
who had been so hard to 
reach and to get a message to, 
is now more ready to hear and 
obe: . As

it as prediction from God: 
such men as Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Daniel, Ezekiel, etc. They sought 
God and wrote the prophecies 
concerning the Messiah and 
His Kingdom. 

There were thousands of 
Jews living in the days of the 
above mentioned names, but 
it was_only the true ones that 
received the message, and took 
it to heart and into considera- 
tion. It was only TRUE IS- 
RAEL in the persons of such 
as the shepherds, that followed 
His Star to the place of His 
birth. Luke 2:8-15. 

While the greater part of the 
Jews at this time still con- 
tinued in darkness and unbe- 
lief, it was only the TRUE IS- 
RAKEL in the persons of such as 
Simeon and Anna that waited 
for the “Consolation and hope 
of Israel.” Luke 2:25. TRUE 
ISRAEL are those like Abra- 
ham who believe God, and_ it 
is accounted to them for right- 
eousness. Rom. 4:1-3; Gal. 
3:6-7.

people, namely, the natural 
and spiritual. These iwo classes 
have existed from the eariy 
beginning of time, and are to 
be found in the persons of 
Cain and Abel: the one repre- 
senting the natural man and 
the other the spiritual. Heb. 
11:4. Cain brought his blood- 
less offering to God and was 
rejected, while Abel brought his 
bioody offering to God and 
was accepted. Abel’s bloody 
offering pointed to Christ the 
Lamb of God, while Cain’s had 
no spiritual significance. This 
bloody and bloodless  applica- 
tion runs parallel throughout 
the Bible. 

Next it is to be noted that 
just so long as the Jewish na- 
tion lived within the meaning 
and power of their name _ IS- 
RAEL, they were interested in 
the things and subjects of God, 
and did nobly contend for the 
faith of God and of they fath- 
ers. In Blijah’s day when the 
nation largely had backslidden

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Ever since the present man- 
agement has had charge, the 
cause of HOME MISSIONS has 
given great concern on account 
of lack of interest manifested 
on the part of the ministers 
and the churches toward this 
fund. It is clearly evident that 
there is need of some regula- 
tion with reference to this part 
of the church work. 


It was suggested by some of 
the brethren at the last As- 
sembly that instead of having 
the two departments, Home and 
Foreign Missions, that it should 
be turned into Missions, and 
that the fund be used for the 
gospel in any needy field 
whether at he¢me or abroad. 
Others have advised that inas- 
much as Orphanage work is 
Home Mission work, or one 
feature of it at least, that in- 
stead ‘of crowding in an extra 
day for the orphanage work, 
that it would be well to com- 
bine HOME MISSIONS and the 
ORPHANAGE and then observe 
a special day designated by the 
Assembly. One month for 
Foreign Missions, the next for 
Home Missions and the Or- 
phanage. We are inclined to 
think that the latter proposi- 
tion is applausible, and should 
be put into practice until the 
next Assembly especially, from 
the fact that there is compara- 
tively no interest being taken 
in Home Missions. The man- 
agement would appreciate an 
expression from the churches 
with reference to this matter.
